School in lockdown 


Three students were seriously 
hurt after a minivan crashed 
through the wall of a school 
in a rural Alberta town. 

Mounties said one of the 
injured, a child, was pinned 
under the vehicle after it 
went into a classroom at 
Racette Junior High School 
in St. Paul, east of Edmonton, 
shortly after classes began on 
Thursday. 

Health officials were un¬ 
able to provide ages, but said 
three patients with critical 
injuries were airlifted to hos¬ 
pital in Edmonton. 

Kerry Williamson of Al¬ 
berta Health Services said an¬ 
other five people were trans¬ 
ported by ambulance to the 
local hospital with non-critic- 
al injuries and three of them 
were quickly discharged. 

Glen Brodziak, super¬ 
intendent of St. Paul Edu¬ 
cation, said the school was 
evacuated and students were 
taken to other schools. 

Michelle de Moissac was 
one of many parents who 
rushed to the school to find 
out if her children were OK. 
She said her 11-year-old son, 
Brett, wasn’t injured but is 
traumatized. 

“My son was near and 
heard all the screaming,” she 
said. 

She added that a teacher 
told her the van nearly hit a 
pedestrian a few blocks away 
before it drove down an al¬ 
ley by the school, smashed 
through a chain-hnk fence 
then crashed into the school.

No matter how much money 
billionaire Edmonton Oilers 
owner Daryl Katz contributes 
to the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party, there will be no 
direct taxpayer subsidy for 
a new hockey rink. Premier 
Alison Bedford says. 

“There will be no direct 
provincial government 
funding to any professional 
sports arena, and that pos¬ 
ition has not changed (since 
I’ve been leader) in the past 
18 months,” Bedford told the 
legislature on Thursday. 

Bedford was under at¬ 
tack on Wednesday after 
Elections Alberta released 
the breakdown of campaign 
spending in the April 23 
election that saw Bedford’s 
Tories win a majority govern¬ 
ment. 

The documents show 
that Katz, his wife, mother, 
father, his executive team 
and their related companies 
donated a total of $300,000 
to the Tories during the 
campaign. That represents 
about 20 per cent of the total 
donations to the party. 

The maximum any one 
person or group can contrib¬ 
ute to any party is $30,000. 

It was a day of high- 
decibel verbal fireworks and 
desktop-pounding during 
question period, featuring 
accusations of law-breaking, 
coverups, conspiracy theor¬ 
ies and references to Katz’s 
pets. 

“Given that under this 
government’s rules, Mr. Katz, 
his wife, his mother, his 
father, his company, maybe 
his dog, his goldfish and the 
neighbour’s cat seem to have 
donated to the PC party in 
this past election,” began 
NDP critic Rachel Notley.

Areas that played an 
important part in 
Edmonton’s history are 
undergoing a makeover 
over the next decade to 
revitalize the areas 
and step into the 
future. 

For starters, what is 
now known as the Quar¬ 
ters was once the Town 
of Edmonton’s original 
downtown, before 
the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany sold the land 
west of 97 Street to the 
city. 

But over the years, 
buildings have come 
down in the Quarters 
without preserving 
heritage of the original 
downtown. 

“For Boyle, it’s im¬ 
portant to remember 
that it wasn’t always 
what it is now. It was 
Edmonton’s original 
downtown; there was 
housing, there were 
commercial buildings. 
When you look at 
it today, it’s mostly 
parking lots,” said 
city archivist Tim 
O’Grady. 

But some areas of Ed¬ 
monton are still steeped 
in the tradition of their 
roots. Several ware¬ 
houses have been trans¬ 
formed into offices, lofts 
or restaurants in the 104 
Street and 104 Avenue 
area. Most recently, 
the Mercer Warehouse 
has become home 
to a tavern and coffee 
house. 

As the city prepares 
to complete the closure 
of the City Centre 
Airport lands and 
convert them into a 
community that focuses 
on environmental sus¬ 
tainability and ground¬ 
breaking design, it’s 
also looking at how to 
preserve the history of 
the airport. 

According to the 
report, the airport is in 
the top three most his¬ 
torically significant 
locations in the city. 
Since 1909, the lands 
have been an aviation 
hub in Northern 
Alberta. 

The city is looking 
to preserve the history 
by repurposing aircraft 
hangars, note historical 
structures on the lands 
and name areas in the 
community for aviation 
pioneers.

In 2030, what will have become of Edmonton's downtown?

Edmonton’s downtown has 
received a shot in the pro¬ 
verbial arm over the last 
decade, spurring growth and 
revitalization. 

What the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture holds is a long list of 
private, city and provincial 
development in what was the 
Hudson’s Bay Reserve lands 
— from the river valley to 
127 Avenue, stretching from 
97 Street to 121 Street. 

What instantly springs 


to mind during the talk of 
downtown development is 
the arena and city centre 
airport redevelopment. 

But beyond that, there’s 
the Quarters redevelop¬ 
ment, a Jasper Avenue 
facelift, the Royal Alberta 
Museum, a new streetscape 
between Grant MacEwan 
University and the Alberta 
Legislature called Capital 
Boulevard and the north¬ 
west LRT line from Church¬ 


ill Square to NAIT, to name 
a few. Condos, cafes and 
corner stores are popping 
up just as fast as they can 
among the core. 

“Downtown is vital in 
determining what peoples’ 
opinions of the city is,” 
Mayor Stephen Mandel told 
Metro. 

“(Some) people don’t 
understand why downtown 
is so important. But if they 
come down and see the fes¬ 


tivals downtown, if they go 
to the Winspear or the Cita¬ 
del or the art galleries, they 
can see why you have to 
have a vibrant downtown.” 

One thing is clear in the 
mind of Jim Taylor, execu¬ 
tive director of Downtown 
Business Association of Ed¬ 
monton: downtown’s econ¬ 
omy will be booming. 

Though the business as¬ 
sociation only covers an 
eight block by 11 block sec¬ 


tion of the city’s core, Tay¬ 
lor expects billions to be 
infused in the area through 
city, provincial and private 
developments. As condos go 
up, more street-level floors 
become dedicated retail 
space, and as more amen¬ 
ities are added, the more 
people are likely to choose 
central living.

City Centre 
Redevelopment 

A hot topic in city 
council for a num¬ 
ber of years, the City 
Centre Airport has 
been gradually closed 
down to make way for 
a new development 
in Edmonton.

The Quarters 


Laimched in 2006, the Quarters is a $56-miIlion project to 
create an attractive, pedestrian-friendly neighbourhood in 
the river valley, spanning from 97 Street East to 92 Street, 
and from 103A Avenue to the stop of the river valley. The 
original downtown, the revitalization of five sectors of the 
Quarters is estimated to take 15 to 20 years to complete. 


what’s about to happen in 
downtown,” Taylor said. 

The Downtown Edmon¬ 
ton Community League 
president Chris Buyze 
hopes that as downtown ex¬ 
pands, more families move 
in. He’d like to see more 
green space and pedestrian- 
friendly streets to encour¬ 
age families to live in the 
urban core over the sub¬ 
urban sprawl. 

“In the last census, we 


had more people over the 
age of 100 than under the 
age of 10. But the neigh¬ 
bourhoods surrounding 
downtown are family 
friendly, and it’s going to 
take efforts from those 
communities to make sure 
they continue to be family 
friendly,” said Buyze. 

The current downtown 
revitalization is likely the 
largest and most coordinat¬ 
ed effort the city has seen in 


the city centre, or an 3 ^here 
else in Edmonton. 

“The only other time 
when there might have been 
was starting in 1957 with 
the new City Hall and the 
redevelopment of the area 
around Sir Winston Church¬ 
ill Square — there were a 
number of buildings all go¬ 
ing up in that period — but I 
don’t think it was a coordin¬ 
ated development,” said city 
archivist Tim O’Grady. 



LRT to MacEwan and NAIT 


The new LRT line that will connect downtown at Churchill station to northwest Ed¬ 
monton via MacEwan, Kingsway and NAIT is due to open April 2014. The first new line 
(rather than an expansion of the existing line), the city eventually intends to connect 
the northwest LRT to St, Albert and add 13,200 weekday riders to the LRT network.

The city of Edmonton is wind¬ 
ing down $146 million in 2012 
construction projects that took 
place this season. 

Among the major projects, 
included connectors between 
the Anthony Henday and Les- 
sard Road, 137 Avenue and 66 
Street. 

Crews also completed 
works on the 82 Street Bridge 


over Argyle Road, and work on 
97 Street between Yellowhead 
Trail and 137 Avenue. 

Byron Nicholson with the 
city special projects group said 
a rainy start to summer de¬ 
layed a lot of projects, but the 
weather eventually started to 
co-operate. 

“Even with that we had a 
great August and September 
and we were able to catch up 
on our road projects,” said 
Nicholson. 

Construction on Jasper 
Avenue will take place for an¬ 
other month as crews pour 
concrete, but the road should 
be open to four lanes for the 
winter. 

Paul Szczepanski, also with 
the city, said crews will take 
another month with the work 
on Jasper. 

“The driving surface on Jas¬ 
per Avenue is concrete and we

Transit. Council to consider 
$ 30 -million Smart F^e system 


City council will consider a 
$30 million Smart Fare system 
next week, that could replace 
cash and tokens with elec¬ 
tronic fare methods and even 
allow for peak fare changes. 

Councillors will be asked 
next week for Mayor Stephen 
Mandel to seek Capital Region 
Board support for the new sys¬ 
tem, that would work across 
municipal boundaries. 

The city’s proposed fund¬ 
ing model would include $20 
milhon from the province and 
$7 million in city funds with 


regional municipalities chip¬ 
ping in $3 million. 

Patricia Waisman, director 
of business development with 
Edmonton Transit Service 
said the system would allow 
ridership tracking and fares 
that change in off-peak times 
based on distance. 

“It allows us all these op¬ 
portunities to now tiy and 
use different fair options that 
might meet your needs bet¬ 
ter,” said Waisman. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
he believes knowing were 


people were using the system 
would be great for planning 
and scheduling. 

“I think that is something 
we are lacking, we are lacking 
data on where people are tak¬ 
ing transit,” said Sohi. 

St. Albert Mayor and Cap¬ 
ital Region Board chair Nolan 
Crouse said he believes there 
is strong case for the system 
and he is glad Edmonton is 
moving forward.

The new managers of XL 
Foods Inc. say they are taking 
immediate steps to ensure 
that the troubled southern 
Alberta meat-packing plant 
can stay in operation.

Bill Rupp, CEO of JBS 


USA’s beef business in North 
America and Australia, told a 
news conference Thursday it 
is important to be account¬ 
able to the public. He added 
that workers shouldn’t be 
afraid to speak up if they see 
something wrong. 

“Nobody ought to have 
to work for a jerk, and I sit 
here as a reformed jerk, and I 
know I have jerk tendencies,” 
Rupp said with a chuckle. 

He said he wants to send 
a message through the organ¬ 
ization. 

“If someone’s doing some¬ 
thing wrong, or (something 
is) not performing to where it 
needs to be, you don’t have to 
be a jerk to have that conver¬ 
sation.”

New homebuyers will 
have stronger warranties 
on the biggest purchase 
they make under new 
legislation introduced 
Thursday. 

“You can buy a war¬ 
ranty on just about every 
single purchase you make, 
but the largest purchase 
any of us will make is on 
a new home,” said Munici¬ 
pal Affairs Minister Doug 
Griffiths, introducing the 
program outside a new 
home in south Edmonton 
Thursday. 

The mandatory warran¬ 
ties will cover structural 
components for 10 years, 
the building envelope or 
roof and walls for five, 
the home’s systems for 
five years, and labour and 
materials for one. 

Yvonne Byer had 
serious problems with her 
new home when she first 
moved in several years 
ago. 

“There was a hole in 
my roof with just a shin¬ 
gle with a nail in, holding 
it in place,” she said. 

She said insurance 
companies that hold the 
warranties will now pohce 
those bad builders. 

“They are not going to 
put up with some guy who 
has a bad reputation.” 

Dave Hooge, president 
of the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Home Builders 
Alberta Chapter, said most 
in the industry offer war¬ 
ranties already and will 
welcome the new law. 

“It will raise the bar 
and it will help to bring 
all builders on a level 
pla 3 dng field,” said Hooge. 

Warranties are 
expected to add around 
$1,700 to $2,000 to the 
average home.

Lucky break leads to dino discovery 


Even in paleontology, it never 
hurts to get a lucky break. 

For Francois Therrien, cur¬ 
ator at Drumheller’s Royal 
Tyrrell Museum, that break 
came — quite literally—while 
excavating a hoodoo in a 
quarry in the Alberta Badlands 
in 2008. 

“We were just dying to re¬ 
move a rock so that the block 
would not be so heavy to drag 
down to the pickup truck,” 
Therrien recalled on Thurs¬ 
day, one day before what he 
discovered in that rock was to 
be published in the prestigious 
journal. Science. 

While chipping away at the 
stone, it happened to break 
along a particular plane, ex¬ 
posing a striped pattern that 


caught Therrien’s eye. 

Those patterns turned out 
to be feathers and, after several 
years of further excavation and 
careful study with the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary’s Darla Zelenit- 
sky and a team of researchers, 
the group had proof of the 
first-ever feathered dinosaurs 
discovered in North America. 

The museum ended up 
with skeletons of one juvenile 
and two adult omithomimids, 
Greek for “bird-mimic lizards.” 

The creatures were previ¬ 
ously believed to be hairless, 
but the Alberta researchers 
demonstrated they actually 
had feathers and wings, be¬ 
lieved to be used for attracting 
mates, not actual flight.

A week after delivering a 
presentation on spicing up 
Edmonton’s dark night sky 
with colourful lights, Dave 
Mowat said the concept has 
received a lot of support.

Mowat wants to light up 
bridges and beautify the 
night skyline with 
environ mentally-friendly 
LED lighting. 


• While the Groat, High 
and Low Level Bridges 
are priorities, Mowat 
would like to see all 
Edmonton bridges lit up. 


• Mowat envisions corpor¬ 
ate sponsors, instead of 
taxpayers, paying to light 
up city bridges. 


“It’s one of those things 
that everybody from all walks 
have said. Wow, that’s a neat 
idea, we should do that,”’ 
Mowat said. 

On Oct. 18, Mowat spoke 
for nearly seven minutes 
about adding LED lights to lo¬ 
cal bridges, at a presentation 
event called PechaKucha. 

Mowat said since deliv¬ 
ering the presentation, the 
mayor and several council¬ 


lors have told him they’re 
keen to help make the idea 
happen. 

Sherrilyn Jahrig, Dark Sky 
Preserve co-ordinator with 
the Royal Astronomical So¬ 
ciety of Canada’s Edmonton 
Centre, said while Mowat has 
a great idea, engineers, artists 
and designers would have to 
illuminate local bridges with 
the environment in mind. 

“The critters and the flora 


and the fauna in the river val¬ 
ley rely on darkness to pre¬ 
serve all of their nighttime 
habits.... Artificial light really 
does alter the natural night¬ 
time environment,” she said. 

Jahrig said the idea needs 
to be researched thoroughly 
and the impact of lights on 
the natural habitat of the 
river valley should be stud¬ 
ied before bridges are bright¬ 
ened.

Biggest Loser is 
exercise turn-off, 
study suggests 

The Biggest Loser might help 
its contestants lose weight, 
but the only thing people 
watching it lose is their 
desire to work out, according 
to research at the University 
of Alberta. 

Researchers at the 
school’s faculty of physical 
education foimd that people 


who watched the show 
became instantly less inter¬ 
ested in exercise. 

The researchers had 69 
students watch a seven- 
minute clip of the show, 
while another 69 in a control 
group watched American 
Idol, and then both groups 
were asked about their feel¬ 
ing toward exercise. 

The researchers foimd 
that regardless of fitness lev¬ 
els or other factors, people

City council 


Food strategy 
being debated 

The city’s food and agricul¬ 
ture strategy is on the menu 
for a city council hearing 
Friday that is expected to 
draw a large crowd. 

Council’s executive com¬ 
mittee is holding a public 
hearing on the strategy 
before potentially voting to 
endorse the approach that 
commits the city to taking 
some steps to support local 


agriculture.

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Hurricane hits 
Bahamas, Cuba 


Hurricane Sandy. The 

Category 2 hurricane is 
expected to reach the 
U.S. next week, and 
the East Coast could be 
blasted by super storm 


A weakened Hurricane Sandy 
lashed the central Bahamas 
late Thursday with violent 
winds and torrential rains, 
after raging through the 
Caribbean where it caused 
at least 21 deaths and forced 
postponement of a hearing at 
the Guantanamo naval base 
on Cuba. 

Forecasters warned the 
Category 2 hurricane will 


likely cause a super storm in 
the U.S. next week, mixing 
with a winter storm whose 
effects will be felt along the 
entire East Coast from Flor¬ 
ida to Maine and inland to 
Ohio. 

The hurricane was located 
about 40 kilometres east of 
Great Exuma Island early 
Thursday afternoon and it 
was moving north with max¬ 
imum sustained winds of 105 
mph. 

Sandy was blamed for the 
death of an elderly man in Ja¬ 
maica who was killed when a 
boulder crashed into his clap¬ 
board house. A man and two 
women died while tr 3 dng to 
cross storm-swollen rivers in 
southwestern Haiti.

Drug war casualties? 

Six bullet-ridden bodies 
dumped near Mexico City 


UN. Call issued for boycott 
of firms having dealings 
with Israeli settlements 


Police found the naked, 
bullet-ridden bodies of five 
men and one woman Friday 
dumped on a street on the 
outskirts of Mexico Gity. 

The prosecutor’s office in 
Mexico State, which adjoins 
Mexico Gity, said the victims 
were between the ages of 20 
and 25. 

The possible motives in 
the sla 3 dngs were still under 
investigation. 

Mexico Gity has largely 
been spared the drug-fuelled 
violence that has resulted in 
massacres in other parts of 
the country, and none of the 


hand-lettered signs that ac¬ 
company drug-gang sla 3 dngs 
were found at the scene. On 
Thursday, Mexican author¬ 
ities fired a judge accused of 
improperly dismissing char¬ 
ges or releasing suspects in 
drug-cartel cases. 

The Federal Judiciary 
Council said it fired district 
Judge Effain Cazares for “ser¬ 
ious offences in his judicial 
duties.” He had been sus¬ 
pended in June. Cazares was 
accused of ignoring credible 
evidence when he released 
mayors detained in drug ar¬ 
rests. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The UN special investiga¬ 
tor on human rights in the 
Palestinian territories called 
Wednesday for a boycott of 
all companies that have deal¬ 
ings with Israeli settlements 
in the West Bank and East 
Jerusalem until they adhere 
to international rights stan¬ 
dards and practices. 

Israel and the U.S. quickly 
rejected Richard Falk’s re¬ 
port, accusing the UN special 
rapporteur of bias against 
Israel and calling for his re¬ 
moval. 

In a report presented to 
the UN General Assembly, 



Falk said a number of com¬ 
panies from the U.S., Europe 
and Mexico are exploiting 
Palestinian resources.

Alleged cannibal 
cop arrested in FBI sting 


Federal authorities say a New 
York City police officer plot¬ 
ted to kidnap women, rape 
and torture them and then 
cook and eat their body parts. 

Gilberto Valle was arrested 
Wednesday in the ghoulish 
case. He is expected to appear 
in federal court in Manhattan 
sometime Thursday. 

According to a criminal 
complaint, the FBI inter¬ 
cepted emails from Valle to 
an unidentified co-conspir¬ 
ator “discussing plans to kid¬ 
nap, rape, torture, kill, cook 


and eat body parts of a num¬ 
ber of women.” 

No women were actually 
harmed. 

The New York Police De¬ 
partment patrolman lives 
in Queens. He had been as¬ 
signed to a Manhattan pre¬ 
cinct before being suspended 
Wednesday. 

The name of Valle’s at¬ 
torney was not immediately 
available. There was no im¬ 
mediate response to a mes¬ 
sage left with the NYPD.

Gunman thought 
NFLer Ray Lewis 
was out to get him 

A man charged in a fatal 
shooting at a Georgia mega¬ 
church said in court docu¬ 
ments 10 years ago that he 
shot a man at a Baltimore 
mosque because he beheved 
an NFL player was out to 
get him. 

In a psychological evalua¬ 
tion, Floyd Palmer said the 
2001 mosque shooting oc¬ 
curred because he believed 


the victim and members of 
his own family were being 
paid by Baltimore Ravens 
hnebacker Ray Lewis to “get 
rid of him.” 

Palmer said his cousin 
and another man were 
killed after the 2000 Super 
Bowl. Lewis was charged in 
those stabbing deaths but 
was exonerated. 

Palmer was committed 
to a Maryland psychiatric 
hospital after being foimd 
not criminally responsible for 
the mosque shooting. A judge 
released him in 2006, despite 
objections from prosecutors.

Conrad Black loses Order 
of Canada hearing bid 


Ruling. Advisory 
council deciding 
whether or not former 
media baron can retain 
award of distinction 


Former media tycoon Conrad 
Black has lost his bid to force 
a hearing before the Order of 
Canada advisory council. 

The council is deciding 
whether to recommend he 
be stripped of his 1990 hon¬ 
our after being convicted of 
fraud and obstruction of jus¬ 
tice in the United States. 

Black wanted to take his 
case in person, but the coun¬ 
cil refused. 

Federal Court today said it 
would not interfere. 

In its ruling, the court 
said the council’s refusal is 
not immune from judicial re¬ 
view but that procedural fair¬ 
ness and natural justice do 
not require an oral hearing. 

The court said Black can 
make his arguments for 
keeping the honour in writ¬ 
ing.

court has fined Black $6.1 
million for violating secur¬ 
ities laws. 

The fine relates to Black’s 
tenure at Hollinger Inter¬ 
national Inc. based in Chi¬ 
cago. 

In his judgment earlier 


this month. Judge William 
Hart of the District Court 
for the Northern District of 
Illinois blasted Black as “in¬ 
transigent.” 

Hart was especially unhappy 
with Black’s denunciation of 
the courts and justice system in 


a book he has written. 

Black, who spent three 
years in prison for fraud and 
obstruction of justice, has 
requested a stay of the judg¬ 
ment while he appeals relat¬ 
ed convictions.

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Poll: Obama losing ground 
among female supporters 



Poll shows no harm 
done. Romney 
narrowly leading with 
female voters, despite 
‘rape’ comments made 
by Senate candidate 


A hoarse President Barack 
Obama swung into a second 
day of a campaigning blitz 
in a narrowing race while 
a new Associated Press-GfK 
poll shows he has ceded his 
16-point advantage among 
women, a surprising drop 
among a key group that 
is crucial to his winning a 
second term. 

The poll also shows Re¬ 
publican challenger Mitt 
Romney is favoured by 47 per 
cent of likely voters to 45 per 
cent for the president less 
than two weeks before elec¬ 
tion day. 

Having gained ground 
with women, however, Rom¬ 
ney’s campaign now must 
deal with the fallout from a 


comment by a Romney-en¬ 
dorsed Senate candidate in 
Indiana, who said that when 
a woman becomes pregnant 
during a rape, “that’s some¬ 
thing God intended.” 

“I don’t think politicians 
in Washington, most of 
whom are male, should be 
making health-care decisions 


for women,” Obama told a 
Florida crowd Thursday. 

Romney ignored repor¬ 
ters’ questions about the 
comments Thursday in Ohio. 
His campaign has said Rom¬ 
ney disagreed with what 
Mourdock said but stood by 
his endorsement of the Sen¬ 
ate candidate. Romney oppos¬ 


es abortion but, unlike Mour¬ 
dock, supports exceptions in 
cases of rape or incest. 

The poll showed Obama 
still leads 55 per cent to 
41 per cent among female 
likely voters on the question 
of which candidate would 
make the right decisions on 
women’s issues. 


Obama has been working 
to build his support among 
men, who tend to be more 
Republican than women. A 
month ago, Romney’s advan¬ 
tage among men was 13 per¬ 
centage points. Now it’s down 
to five points, with most of 
the shift toward Obama com¬ 
ing among unmarried men. 

Obama was campaigning 
in Florida, Virginia and Ohio 
on Thursday b^efore heading 
back to the White House. 

He and former President 
Bill Glinton will campaign 
together Monday for the 
first time, opening the final 
full week before election 
day with a three-state battle¬ 
ground blitz in Ohio, Florida 
and Virginia, three of the 
most important yet-undecid- 
ed states. 

Romney was kicking off a 
daylong swing through three 
Ohio towns, sharpening his 
focus on a state that is critical 
to his hopes of winning the 
White House. Public polling 
has shown Obama with a 
slim lead.

we raise for food. 

Sustainability-wise, it’s 
about minimizing the use 
of water and land, and 
minimizing the output of 
greenhouse gases and other 
wastes. 

What is unique about your 
approach? 

My personal agenda is to 
make the world look at 
high-tech foods fairly. We 
have so many preconceived 
notions of technology in 
food — that it is unsafe, or 
disgusting. But I think these 
are primarily driven by fear, 
not facts. 

Golden Rice (which 
was genetically modified 
to produce more vitamin 
A and thus reduce blind¬ 
ness) was shut down mostly 
out of fear. The Enviropig, 
which was modified to 
excrete less phosphorus in 
its waste, thereby reducing 
algal growths that dam¬ 
age water systems, was 
also shut down. Why is the 
public shutting down these 
ideas without understand¬ 
ing them? 1 want to change 
that. 

How long might it be 
before cultured meat is 
available to consumers? 

This is hard to say because 
scaling up the technology 
to produce in-vitro meat is 


complicated. Cultured meat 
is going to look something 
like ground beef in the 
beginning ... more like a 
mushed up product than 
something structured like 
a steak. 

There are discussions of 
bringing it to market as a 
filler for ground meat 
products. 1 don’t know 
how much I agree with this 
marketing scheme. 1 think it 
would be great to introduce 
in-vitro meat as a high-end 
gastronomy experience. Put 
it in a fancy taco! 

Have you received any criti¬ 
cism of your initiative? 

The greatest criticism is that 
we could adopt vegetarian 
diets instead of resorting to 
a high-tech solution like in- 
vitro meat. But for most of 
us, we want options. In-vitro 
meat is another option. 

Who is your hero or hero¬ 
ine? 

Bill Nye is my hero. He went 
from being an engineer at 
Boeing, to doing stand-up 
comedy, to doing the Bill 
Nye the Science Guy show, 
to patenting a ballet shoe. 

He highlights all the things 
you can do in science. 

Are you vegetarian your¬ 
self? 

Not at all!

Growing, slaughtering and 
processing animals for food 
creates lots of problems. 
There are animal-welfare 
concerns, for example — 
animals housed and trans¬ 
ported in what many con¬ 
sider inhumane conditions. 
Then there are sustainabil¬ 
ity issues — large animals 
consume a lot of resources. 
But biotechnoiogist Isha 
Datar thinks there’s a solu¬ 
tion: “Animal-free” meat 
grown from cells in a lab. 

In 2010 Datar examined 
possibilities for growing 
meat in vitro that hadn’t yet 
been explored; her investi¬ 
gation contributed to the 
development of Canada’s 


first in-vitro meat lab at the 
University of Alberta. 

What motivated you to 
investigate the possibility 
of creating meat in vitro? 

In-vitro meat could address 
nearly all our meat-related 
issues — animal rights and 
sustainability being the 
major ones. But there are 
tons of (other) issues. Meat 
production involves hav¬ 
ing a lot of animals close 
together, in close contact 
with humans, too. This 
makes excellent conditions 
for viruses to evolve. Bird 
flu, swine flu — it is no 
coincidence that these are 
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Medal. Britain honours

Springer-spaniel mix Theo 
was posthumously awarded 
the Dickin Medal on Thurs¬ 
day at a ceremony in London.

Liam Tasker, 
searching out roadside 
bombs. Tasker was killed in 
a firefight with insurgents in 
Helmand Province in March 
2011. Theo suffered a fatal 
seizure hours later at a Brit¬ 
ish army base, likely brought 
about by stress.

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Human-rights group 
probes its own ties 
to sweatshop goods 


Fundraising irony. 

Museum reviews 
allegations against 
garment maker and 
reports of worker 
intimidation 


Officials with the Canadian 
Museum for Human Rights 
are looking into whether 
some of their fundraising T- 
shirts are connected to sweat¬ 
shops in developing countries. 

The government-funded 
museum has been selling T- 
shirts made in Honduras, El 
Salvador and other countries 
in an attempt to raise money 
before the facility’s 2014 
opening date. 

A report by Global News 
this week showed that some 
of the T-shirts were made 
by Gildan, a Montreal-based 
clothing manufacturer with 
factories in Gentral America, 
the Garribean and Asia.

Gildan has been criticized 
by the Workers Rights Gon- 
sortium, an independent 
group that alleges Gildan has 
resorted to threats, intimida¬ 
tion and firings to prevent 
workers from unionizing. 

A Gildan spokesperson 
told Global News the com¬ 
pany respects workers rights 
and has taken steps to ad¬ 
dress the consortium’s con¬ 


cerns. 

Angela Gassie, a spokes¬ 
person for the human-rights 
museum, said a review of the 
matter is underway. 

“We are speaking with 
many of our suppliers, and ... 
with this particular merchan¬ 
dise, if we find that it does 
not respect or comply with 
our standards, then we’ll take 
action as appropriate,” Gassie 
said Thursday. 

Gassie pointed out that 
Gildan has been certified by 
the Fair Labour Association, 
a U.S.-based group that seeks 
to have companies voluntar¬ 
ily comply with labour stan¬ 
dards. Part of the museum’s 
review will be to determine 
whether that certification is 
meaningful. 

Gassie defended the mu¬ 
seum’s overall use of suppli¬ 
ers in developing countries. 
Some suppliers are small 
shops that help social causes, 
such as a women’s collective 
in El Salvador.

Malala Yousufzai. 

15-year-old shot for 
advocating education 
for Pakistani girls 
recovering in England 


The father of a 15-year-old 
Pakistani activist girl who was 
shot and wounded by a Tali¬ 
ban gunman vowed Thursday 
that she would return home 
after finishing medical treat¬ 
ment abroad despite new in¬ 
surgent threats against her. 

Since she was shot on Oct. 
9 in northwestern Pakistan, 
Malala has become a hero 
both at home and internation¬ 
ally, although her work in 
speaking out against Taliban 
atrocities and advocating for 
girls’ education has long been 
respected and known beyond 
her native Swat Valley. 

The comments by her fath¬ 
er, Ziauddin Yousufzai, were 
recorded by Pakistani state 
television. He’s expected to 
fiy soon to Britain to see his 
daughter and it was the first 
time he has spoken publicly 
since the shooting. 


At the age of 11, Malala 
began writing a blog under a 
pseudon57m for the BBC about 
life under the Taliban in Swat. 
After the military ousted the 
militants in 2009, she began 
publicly speaking out about 
the need for girls’ education. 
She appeared frequently in 
the media and was given one 
of the country’s highest civil¬ 
ian honours for her bravery. 

A Taliban gunman shot 
her in the neck and head as 
she was in a school bus on her 
way home from school in the 
Swat Valley city of Mingora. 
Two other girls were injured. 

She was airlifted to a hos¬ 
pital in Britain on Oct. 15. The 
Taliban have vowed to kill 
her, raising questions about 
whether it would be safe for 
her to return, but her father 
dispelled reports the family 
might seek asylum abroad. 

“I first laughed at it be¬ 
cause all of our sacrifices, 
my personal (sacrifices), or 
this attack on my daughter, 
cannot have such a cheap 
purpose that we would go to 
some other country and live 
the rest of our life there,” he 
said, speaking in Urdu.

His statement was read 
Thursday on Iranian state TV. 

Iran has been a close aUy 
of Syria for decades. It has 
staimchly supported the 
regime of President Bashar 
Assad during the civil war.

Strained partnership 


Two U.S. troops 
killed in apparent 
insider attack in 
Afghanistan 

A man in an Afghan pohce 
uniform shot and killed two 
American service members 
Thursday, in what appeared 
to be the latest in a rash of at¬ 
tacks on international forces 
this year by their Afghan 
partners. 

The so-called insider at¬ 
tacks have stretched to the 


breaking point a partnership 
that U.S. and NATO officials 
consider a key part of their 
exit plan — preparing the 
Afghans to take over respon¬ 
sibility for their countiy’s 
security in just over two 
years time. 

It was the second sus¬ 
pected insider attack in two 
days. On Wednesday, two 
British service members and 
an Afghan police officer were 
killed in an “exchange of 
gunfire” in Helmand prov¬ 
ince, the British Ministry of 
Defence said in a statement.

Cool people in Japan wear 
SoleRebels shoes. So do cool 
Austrians and Americans. 
Indeed, the colourful shoes 
(purple, anyone?), made al¬ 
most entirely from recycled 
materials, light up sidewalks 
in metropolises around the 
world. 

To visit SoleRebels’ factory 
and headquarters, one drives 
out of Addis, finally reaching 
a dirt road lined by shacks. 
Then one reaches an even 
smaller dirt road, passing 
children and even the head of 
a dead goat, stops and knocks 
on a metal gate. 

This is where Bethlehem 
Tilahun Alemu reigns. 

“In Ethiopia people wear 
footwear made from re¬ 
cycled tires,” Tilahun Alemu 
explains. “Recycling is part 
of life here. I took that idea 
and made modern shoes out 
of it.” 

She taught herself shoe¬ 
making and began designing 
shoes that feature not just 
recycled tires — the soles — 
but also recycled jute and dis¬ 
carded blankets and even old 
army uniforms. In fact, over

50 per cent of the materi¬ 
als in SoleRebels’ shoes are 
recycled. 

Sounds perfect, right? 

But being an African entre¬ 
preneur is “tough, tough”, 
Bethlehem says: “It’s 20 times 
harder to run a business here. 
As an Ethiopian company it’s 
really hard to find a market.” 

But in some ways, Africa is 
fertile ground for green com¬ 
panies like SoleRebels. 

Bethlehem gets her blan¬ 
kets and used uniforms from 
local markets; her employ¬ 
ees collect the tires from the 
truck route leading from Ad¬ 
dis to neighboring Djibouti. 

Bethlehem’s compatriot 
Eleni Gabre-Madhin founded 
the Ethiopian Commod¬ 
ity Exchange, while Divine 
Ndhlukula, a Zimbabwean, 
founded and runs one of her 
country’s leading security 
companies. Jacqueline Musi- 
itwa, a young Rwandan, has 
founded one of that country’s 
top law firms. Indeed, accord¬ 
ing to a the Africa Commis¬ 
sion Report, “women make 
a greater contribution to 
economic life than their men¬ 
folk”. 

At the SoleRebels factory, 
employees wash the tires 


and cut them to sole shapes. 
In one room, a group of men 
weave fabric from cotton. 
Several women dye the fab¬ 
ric with soil and flowers and 
then cut and sew the fabric, 
while another room features 
a assembly line of young men 
and women putting the shoes 
together. 

There may be heads of 
dead goats in front of her fac¬ 


tory, but Bethlehem has just 
been named a Woman To 
Watch by Forbes Magazine 
and a Young Global Leader by 
the World Economic Forum. 

Soon, SoleRebels will open 
its first shops abroad in Tai¬ 
wan, Canada, Austria, Switz¬ 
erland and Brookl 3 m, N.Y. 

“My next step is SoleRe¬ 
bels kiosks in different cit¬ 
ies,” Tilahun Alemu adds.

Richard: Mark, the movie’s 
structure seems random at 
first, but as the running time 
ticks on connections begin 
to assert themselves and 
through lines emerge. Each 
story has a distinct look and 
feel, but share a common 
cast. Each actor plays many 
characters — so to stop your 
mind from wandering, you 
may find yourself playing a 
Where’s Waldo game, try¬ 
ing to identify the actors in 
their various guises. Did you 
find it confusing? 

Mark: All part of the game, 
Richard, all part of the 
game. And the Wachowskis 
are nothing if not game 


players. There are some 
people who will think this is 
the best movie of the year. I 
don’t know about that, but 
it is the most movie of the 
year — eight movies by my 
count.

10 takes at a time, so by the end 
of it I’m just (gasping).” 

“Bond,” he summarizes, 
“doesn’t usually walk through 
a room.” 


It’s hard to be an icon... 


So what makes Daniel 
Craig happy? Really, truly 
happy? Being Bond. Being 
an icon. “Of course, I sup¬ 
pose I was concerned about 
being typecast,” he says. 
“But when you weigh it up 
it’s not a bad thing to be 
typecast as James Bond, is 
it really?” He laughs. “I can 
say that now — it’s easier 
now.” 


No doubt. Skyfall is filled 
with adventure, including an 
underwater fight sequence 
that Craig enjoyed — be¬ 
tween takes. “Nobody can 
find you when you’re under¬ 
water,” he says. “When we’re 
not shooting, I swim to the 
bottom — it’s a huge, great 
big tank at Pinewood (Stu¬ 
dios, in the U.K.), about 30 
feet deep.

Javier Bardem on

As Silva, the new big bad 
guy in Sk 3 d'all, Javier Bardem 
joins a long and impressive 
legacy of Bond villains that 
includes such icons as Blo- 
feld and Scaramanga. So 
how does Bardem make his 
entry into the canon stand 
out? Director Sam Mendes 
had a few ideas: “I want a 
certain kind of villain, and I 
have a very particular idea of 
the kind of flamboyant, lip¬ 
smacking relish of this kind 
of villain that dates back to 
the early Bond movies, the 
Connery pictures,” Mendes 
explains. Here, some key 
elements a larger-than-life 
bad guy needs to cross James 
Bond: 

An air of menace 

This is a bad guy who gets his 
kicks pla 3 dng with people, 
according to Bardem. “We 
started thinking about it, and 
Sam gave me this great note, 
which is uncomfortableness,” 
he says. “We wanted to create 
somebody that creates un¬ 
comfortable situations rather 
than being somebody scary 
and threatening, somebody 
that really create a scenario 


of insecurity, of something 
unexpected.” That sense of 
uncomfortableness comes 
across strongest during a 
charged scene in which Silva 
begins flirting with Bond. 
“It was part of the game, 
but he’s not entirely gay,” 
Bardem explains. “The main 
goal was to create uncom¬ 
fortableness. Within that, 
you can read anything you 
wish. But he’s more into the 
thing of putting the other 
person into an uncomfort¬ 
able position, where even 
James Bond himself doesn’t 
know how to get out of it. 
He creates something that’s 
a spectacle.” 


A sense of fun 

But he also knows how to 
lighten the mood when he 
needs to. “Camp is a word 
that somebody taught me the 
other day. Now I know what 
camp is,” Bardem admits. “I 
realized that we were deal¬ 
ing with something that was 
fun to play, and that will 
also bring the opportunity 
to do kind of a little humble 
homage to the Bond classics 
mixed with something more 
modern.” 

A personal connection 

It becomes clear before long 
that Silva has past ties to MI6 
and its head, M (Judi Dench), 


a connection that makes 
him all the more threaten¬ 
ing. “There’s a clear motive. 
Something happened to him 
that changed his whole per¬ 
spective of the world that has 
to do with the motive in the 
movie,” explains Bardem. “So 
I think the power of this char¬ 
acter is that we understand 
what he’s going through, 
what he went through. It’s 
very personal. It’s very hu¬ 
man. This is not a man with 
bigger thoughts of destro 3 dng 
the world or something like 
that. It’s more like a person 
with a very specific goal in 
mind. And that makes him 
even more dangerous.”

Add about eight inches to 
this figure for the brim — this 
is the size of the square sheet 
you will need to make (A). 
Measure diagonally and mark 
the centre point. 


1 . Take the diameter (C) you 
measured and divide it by two. 
Set a compass to this radius 
and, using the centre point 
you marked, draw a circle of 
that diameter in the middle of 
the sheet. 

2. Mark out a second circle 
with a radius of 3 % inches 
larger than the circle you drew 
in step one. To do tins, use a 
ruler to mark 3 % inches out 
from the edge of the first circle 
every couple of inches along 
its circumference. Draw the 
outer circle by connecting the 
marks. 

3. Cut out the inner circle you 
drew in step one. If you are 
making the leopard print hat, 
keep this inner circle for later. 
Trim the outer circle you drew 
in step two. This is your hat’s 
brim. 

4. For the leopard print hat, 
first make a sheet that is three 
inches tall by the circumfer¬ 
ence of yoin head (B) (meas- 
med in What You’ll Need). 
Wrap this sheet to make a 
circle, and tape the two ends 
together inside and out. 




5 . Tape the circle onto your 
brim inside and out, using one 
inch by one inch squares of 
tape. 

6. Take the inner circle you cut 
out in step three and tape it to 
the top of your hat using the 
same technique as in step five. 

7 . For the witch’s hat, make a 
sheet 16 inches by the circum¬ 
ference of your head (B) (meas¬ 
ured in What You’ll Need). 
Mark the centre of this sheet 
across the width of the top 
edge. From the centre, meas¬ 
ure 16 inches to one edge of 
the sheet and make a mark. 
Then make a series of 16 inch- 
marks radially, from the cen¬ 
tre point eveiy inch or so until 
you reach the other edge of the 
sheet. Connect the marks and 
cut out the resulting curve. 

8. Fold the pie-shaped sheet 
around to create a cone, taping 
the two ends together inside 


and out. 

9 . Tape the cone to the brim 
you made in steps one to 
three, using the same taping 
technique as in step five. If you 
like, you can dress your sinis¬ 
ter headgear up with a buckle 
or a spider or two.

‘I’M A RED NAIL PERSON...’ 
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Burton Cummings 
cleans up his act 


Massey Hall. Winnipeg 
native determined 
to keep rocking into 
golden years 


With his 65th birthday ap¬ 
proaching, Burton Cum¬ 
mings is thinking retire¬ 
ment. 

Not from music, mind 
you, but from the hard-party- 
ing lifestyle he’s dutifully 
sustained over his 50 years in 
the music business. 

The Winnipeg native says 
he hasn’t had an alcoholic 
beverage in two or three 
months and he quit smoking 
three years ago to preserve 
his voice — cigarettes, that 
is, he notes with a mischiev¬ 
ous grin. “I still like Mrs. 
Green ... once in a while,” he 
said. 

In part because of these 
prudent lifestyle choices, 
Cummings is as optimistic as 
ever he can stay relevant into 
his golden years. 

“I’ll be 65 on New Year’s 
Eve — I can’t live like a teen¬ 
age goofball anymore,” an 
energetic Cummings said in 
an interview backstage at 
Toronto’s Massey Hall this 
week. 

“I’m not quite ready to 
move to Lourdes yet ... but 
I’m pretty clean. I haven’t 
had any alcohol now for 
months ... for an Irish guy 
that’s a singer in a rock band, 
that’s pretty good. 

“And I think I’ve probably 
quit ever 3 Thing at the right 


time,” he added. “Because 
people tell me I sound ... bet¬ 
ter than I used to.” 

And as proof, Cummings 
is releasing the new live disc 
Massey Hall on Tuesday. 

Captured over the course 
of performances at the his¬ 
toric Toronto venue in 2010 
and 2011, the disc finds Cum¬ 
mings applying his still-vital 
pipes to a succession of well¬ 
loved Guess Who classics. 

While Cummings also in¬ 
corporated several cuts from 
his post-1976 solo career — 
and two from his most recent 
collection of new material, 
2008’s Above the Ground — 
he rarely waits long before 
digging back into one of the 
colossal hits he co-wrote with 
Randy Bachman, including 
These Eyes, Laughing, Amer¬ 
ican Woman and No Time. 

Cummings is as aware 
as anyone how thoroughly 
those tunes have been em¬ 
blazoned into the Canadian 
psyche after four decades of 
steady radio rotation — so he 
was also aware that his mar¬ 
gin for error was virtually 
non-existent. 

“I think we have done 
the songs justice. That’s the 
thing, man. ‘Cause if you’re 
going to do a live album, 
and it’s composed mainly of 
songs that have been on the 
radio for decades, it can’t be 
lame. You can’t put out some¬ 
thing second-rate,” he said. 

“I was nervous before. I’m 
not scared now. I think the 
public’s going to like it.” 

That Cummings still frets 
about his ability to perform 


his best-known songs is per¬ 
haps surprising, given that 
these time-worn classics have 
spent nearly as much time on 
his lips as that bushy black 
moustache. 

Listening to him dig in 
here — trilling sensitively on 
These Eyes, hollering confi¬ 
dently on American Woman 
— it sure sounds like he still 
relishes pla 3 dng the hits. 

“They don’t get stale to 
me,” he agrees. “(Late Guess 
Who producer) Jack Richard¬ 
son ... used to say, ‘I don’t 
see why he doesn’t do more 
new stuff on stage.’ Man, it’s 
hard enough to get a hit rec¬ 
ord. What’s wrong with play¬ 
ing them for the rest of your 

life?” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Burton Cummings was less 
generous in sizing up former 
Guess Who mates Jim Kale 
and Cany Peterson, who own 
the trademark on the band 
name and regularly perform 
gigs under that header with 
sidemen. 

Cummings says he doesn’t 
speak to his former collab¬ 
orators and “probably never 
will unless it’s with lawyers 
in a courtroom.” 

The relationship is so 
badly damaged that Cum¬ 
mings says if the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame in Cleve¬ 


land ever saw fit to finally 
recognize the Guess Who 
— a longstanding snub in the 
eyes of many of the band’s 
fans — Cummings wouldn’t 
show up for the induction. 

“I won’t go if it happens,” 
he said. “Just as Axl Rose 
could not stand up there, 
there’s no way I could stand 
up there with Peterson and 
Kale after what they’ve done 
to the name... and the next 
day, (they) go back to Hat¬ 
tiesburg, Miss., with some 
other guy on vocals and some 
other guy on keyboards and 
guitars. There’s no way. So I’ll 
graciously decline. 

“What they’ve done to the 
name is a disgrace.” 


Diana Krall reimagines vintage songs 



Glad Rag Doll. Not 

a new direction but 
rather a change of 
pace from Krall 


Diana Krall says she felt re¬ 
invigorated making her new 
CD Glad Rag Doll, which gave 
her a chance to escape the 
comfort zone of Great Amer¬ 
ican Songbook standards on 
which the singer-pianist has 
built her reputation. 

“It’s always exciting to do 
something where you sur¬ 
prise yourself and it’s like, 
‘Wow, I didn’t expect that,”’ 
said Krall. “I felt it was time 
for me to do something 
which is about what I hear 
and I like, not a tribute to Nat 
Cole.” 

On the CD, Krall reimag¬ 
ines mostly vintage songs 
from the 1920s and ’30s in an 


eclectic style that goes way 
beyond her jazz roots. 

The album was produced 
by retro Americana specialist 
T Bone Burnett, best known 
for the Grammy-winning 
Robert Plant-Ahson Krauss 
CD Raising Sand and O Broth¬ 
er Where Art Thou sound¬ 
track. Burnett surrounded 
her with a new supporting 
cast of musicians, including 
the versatile guitarist Marc 
Ribot, who plays an intim¬ 
ate acoustic duet with Krall 
on the title track and throws 
in references to Miles Davis’ 
electric Tribute to Jack John¬ 
son on Lonely Avenue, a 1956 
hit for Ray Charles. 

The essence of the album 
is captured in the slightly 
risque cover portrait. The 
47-year-old mother of nearly 
six-year-old twin boys poses 
in vintage black lingerie 
and stockings selected by 
Oscar-winning costume de¬ 


signer Colleen Atwood, yet 
her blond hair and makeup 
are in a contemporary style. 
Krall says she was going for 
an updated version of Albert 
Cheney Johnston’s photo¬ 
graphs of Ziegfeld Follies 
showgirls. 

Krall insists the new al¬ 
bum doesn’t represent a 
change of direction, but rath¬ 
er a change of pace. 

This week, she begins tour¬ 
ing in Europe with a new pro¬ 
gram that will include songs 
from Glad Rag Doll as well as 
standards from her repertoire 
such as Flim Flam Sauce and 
Boulevard of Broken Dreams. 

Though many of the songs 
on Glad Rag Doll are obscure, 
they resonate with Krall in a 
more personal way than the 
more familiar tunes by the 
Gershwins or Irving Berlin in 
her repertoire, bringing back 
fond memories of her child¬ 
hood in Nanaimo, B.C. 


“My dad collected 78 rpm 
records and old sheet music, 
and this is the music that I 


heard and discovered that I 
had a love for,” said Krall. “It’s 
taken me 40 years to do this. 


but it’s always been some¬ 
thing I wanted to do.”

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Tony Bennett impressed 
with Latino collaborators 
on new album VIVA Duets 



Q&A. Singer talks 
retirement, Mexico 
and keeping his 
voice in shape 


Tony Bennett doesn’t speak 
Spanish and he was not fam¬ 
iliar with most of the Latino 
artists he recorded with for 
his new album, VIVA Duets. 
But to his delight, the great 
American crooner discovered 
some common ground while 
recording; “They sing with the 
heart.” 

The 12-track album in¬ 
cludes collaborations with 
superstars hke Christina 
Aguilera, Gloria Estefan and 
Marc Anthony, as well as 
names like Chayanne, Juan 
Luis Guerra, Thalia and Ricar¬ 
do Arjona. Songs include Step- 
pin’ Out With My Baby, Who 
Gan 1 Turn To (\Vhen Nobody 
Needs Me), For Once In My 
Life, The Best Is Yet To Gome, 
and Return To Me (Regresa A 
MDi), an English/Spanish duet 
with Mexican great Vicente 
Fernandez. 

Bennett greeted The Asso¬ 
ciated Press for a recent inter¬ 
view while surrounded by his 
oil and watercolour paintings 
in his art studio in Manhat¬ 
tan (with a real life landscape 
of Gentral Park as a backing). 
He was putting some finishing 
touches to a watercolour he 
was working on while whist- 
hng the tune Fly Me To The 
Moon. 

He’s as proud of his art 
work as of Ms singing career, 
professing his love for both 
art expressions and showing 
proudly how, as an octogenar¬ 
ian, he’s just taking on sculpt¬ 
ing with a bust of Ms friend, 
Harry Belafonte. “It’s a hfe- 
time study I enjoy very much,” 
he said. 

You recently turned 86 and 
you keep recording, travel¬ 
ling, painting.What is the 

secret of your longevity? 

Many people say, “How come 
you’re not retiring?” I love 
life so much. There are two 
tMngs that I love very much: 

I sing and I paint... It’s really 
a hfetime study, so you keep 
learning from it. My ambi¬ 
tion, if I get lucky enough, is 
to actually attempt to learn 
more and more and get better 
as I get older. 

Your voice still sounds im¬ 
peccable. How do you keep 
it in shape? 

Well, I had veiy good train¬ 
ing. I was in the Second 
World War ... and when I got 
back under the G.I. Bill of 


Rights, the United States gave 
us schooling ... to make up 
for (the education) we would 
have had when we were in 
the army. I made a very good 
move by joiMng the Amer¬ 
ican Theatre Wing. They gave 
us the best teachers. I had a 
real great education on how 
to preserve my voice and how 
to think about it and I had 
great teachers who taught me 
how to perform. It’s helped 
me right through the years, 

I still remember ever 3 dMng 
they taught me. 

VIVA Duets, a new duets 
album, is coming out, this 
time with all Latin stars. 

I loved it. I had no idea what 
to expect and what I found 
(is) it’s kind of what they 
taught me in school — 
never to compromise and 
just do quality. And that’s 
completely different than the 
outside world. The record 
companies want the latest 
fashion — rap or disco or 
whatever is coming out next. 


And I never did that. I went 
along with my teachers: 

Never do an 5 ^Mng unless it 
has quality. 

You recorded the songs in 
person with them. You even 
travelled to Vicente Fernan¬ 
dez’s ranch in Mexico. 

It was fantastic! He’s the 
favourite. They treat Mm like 
Frank Sinatra in the Latin 
countries... He had a beauti¬ 
ful recording studio right on 
the grounds and we recorded 
right there. 

Any anecdotes of that trip? 

We had lunch with him and 
his wife and his people; my 
wife was with me. They were 
so gregarious. I said, “You 
have all these animals in your 
ranch, it’s fantastic.” And 
“Oh, you like it?” Someone 
came over with a small dog 
to my wife and said, “Here, 
tMs is for you.” But we have a 
dog so I said, “Thank you, but 
we have a dog.” The dog was 
adorable though. 


Juanes, a Colombian musi¬ 
cian, once said he warms 
up his voice with a tape you 
were generous enough to 
share with him. It’s obvious 
that younger singers may 
have a lot to learn from you. 
Have you found yourself 
learning from them? 

Yeah, a lot of them, every 
one of them. See, the one 
thing about the Latin singers, 
the majority of music that 
Latinos love, that the public 
loves of the Latinos, is they 
sing from the heart. And that 
doesn’t go away. That makes 
the record never sound old- 
fashioned. There’s some gim¬ 
mick that’s popular for 10 
weeks and then forgotten.... 
(But here) there was so much 
feeling in their performances 
that it will always sound 
good. Twenty years from now 
the same record will sound 
good because it has the 
feeling. They all sing with so 
much feeling and the public 
responds with so much feel¬ 
ing. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

At 
least, Alison Sudol, who rec¬ 
ords under the name A Fine 
Frenzy, thinks so.

Gary Glark Jr. had to learn how 
to trust someone else to record 
his major label debut. 

When noted producer Mike 
Elizondo signed on to help 
with Blak and Blu, Glark was 
more than a little leeiy. 

“I’m very sensitive,” Glark 
said, chuckling as he recoimted 
the story in a phone interview. 
“I like to hold onto what I do, 
hke it’s mine and this is the 
way it is. So I was a bit wor¬ 
ried going in, you know? Hav¬ 
ing not known him, what is 
this cat gorma do to my songs? 
They’re good as is. But I let it 
go: This is great. I’m getting to 
work with this amazing musi¬ 
cian, great producer and a cool 
guy, so get over yourself and 
just make an album.” 

Blak and Blu, out this week, 
is one of the most anticipated 
albums of the year, put out 
by a talented guitarist seen as 
tire future of the blues — and 
maybe rock ‘n’ roll, too. Gon- 
traiy to expectations, perhaps, 
this is not your average throw¬ 
back electric blues album, run¬ 


ning through a range of soimds 
and styles as Glark changes his 
vocal approach in surprising 
ways. 

That’s why Elizondo signed 
on. After hearing Glark’s self- 
produced early work and see¬ 
ing his supercharged hve show, 
he didn’t want to miss out on 
what he thought might be hist¬ 
ory-making sessions. 

“That really appeals to me, 
working with someone who’s 
willing to take some chances 
and be bold right out of the 
gate,” Elizondo said. “Myself, 
being a music fan, I look back 
at what it must have felt like 
on those very first (Led) Zep¬ 
pelin records, to be the engin¬ 
eer and go, ‘Wow, I hope we 
don’t mess this up.’ Or Ghas 
Ghandler working with (Jimi) 
Hendrix. Teo Macero working 
with Miles Davis — these guys 
who you felt like there was just 
something there. Now I’m get¬ 
ting the chance to work with 
true greatness and I felt like I 
was given an opportunity and I 
didn’t want to miss it.” 


The producer, known for his 
work with artists as diverse as 
Dr. Dre and Fiona Apple, knew 
that didn’t mean it would be 
easy. “I sensed it before we ever 
set foot in the studio, that there 
might be some hesitation. Just 
hke any artist, you’ve got to 
gain their trust.” 

Elizondo started by spend¬ 
ing time on the road with 
Glark, catching three or four 
shows and the coiled-snake 
vibe the taU, lanky Austin, 
Texas resident exudes. Then 
they spent the first few weeks 
of sessions in a room together 
with just an engineer, dis¬ 
secting songs and taUdng about 
potential direction.

feeling across the board.” 

Cammalleri, working out 
in Toronto, told the Torstar 
News Service he can’t under¬ 
stand why the NHL wants 
more than the $800 milhon in 
concessions the players have 
offered. 

“There’s no good answer to 
why except: ‘We think we can 
lock you out and your careers 
are short and we can shake 
you down,”’ he said. “It’s not 
a good feeling.” 


The league didn’t immedi¬ 
ately respond to a request for 
comment, but deputy com¬ 
missioner Bill Daly told ESPN 
he expected to notify the 
players’ association about the 
league’s decision. 

“We’re going to take it 
back internally and figure 
out where we go from here,” 
said Daly.
